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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant invention 
claims a method of preparing a hydrophobic composite having specific steps and using specific 
composition. 

The closest prior art references that relate to the claimed invention are USP No.'s 
4474852 and 5968531, and WO03/044124. The closest prior art references teach that it is 
known in the art to prepare hydrophobic composites. However, the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest the instant invention wherein the specific steps including a water-based gluing 
agent have been claimed.
